The secretary said It was neces- 
sary for him to know the facts be- 
fore he could determine whether the 
department would take the question 
up diplomatically. 


The attitude of the secretary was 


understood to be that the question 
should be approached without pre- 
judice and without reference to a re- 
cent incident when remarks by But- 
ler about Premier 
Mussolini 
of 


Italy forced the state department to 
apologize formally to the 
Italian 


government. 


Minister Bellegarde was- quoted In 
,a copyrighted article in the Wash- 
ington Herald'recently as 
saying 
that a fort for the capture of which 
Butler was awarded a congressional 
medal of honor did not exist. 
The 


fort In question was known as Fort 
Bivlere. in Haiti. 


Nature of Citation 


The citation 
accompanying the 


award to Butler, said General But- 
ler displayed conspicuous 
bravery 


during an assault upon the fort on 
Nov. 17,1915, after entering through 
a breach In the wall, described as a 
^hazardous undertaking in view of 
the firing of the enemy through the 
passage. 


Genelar Butler also was awarded 


the Haitian Medaille mllitaire with 
the following citation: 


"For the great service he has ren- 


dered to this country in 
pacifying 


the north, particularly for the cap- 
ture of Fort Hiviere, the 
last 


stronghold of the Cacos." 


The citation was signed 
in Sep- 


tember, 0.920, by the then President 
Dartiguenave of Haiti. 


Minister Bellegarde 
said today 


that when the reporter of the Wash- 
ington Herald called on him he hrd 
on his desk a copy of a paper car- 
rying a statement of General But- 
ler's regarding Fort Riviere. In the 
course of the general conversation, 
he said, he told the interviewer that 
no one In Haiti knew of the fort In 
the past or present. 


"We in Haiti have always wonder- 


ed about that. For there is no Fort 
Riviera. There never was. We have 
looked Jl over our Island and there 
Is no such thing. 


"However, for taking1 Fart Riviera 


h9 got the congressional medal of 
honor the second time. He is the 
only man in the United States to get 
it twice!—Fighting marine!" 


In his protest, General Butler ask- 


ed Secretary Adams what steps the 
navy would take If it found the In- 
terview quoted Minister Uellegarde 
correctly. He said he felt tho minis- 
ter's statement was a reflection up- 
Dn the marine corps as well as him- 
BClf. 


The minister said he did not know 
congressional medal had been giv- 
General Butler for this particular 


(jtlon. 
Bellegarde said he knew nothing 


jof the protest filed by Gen. Butler. 


"I made no statement 
that the 


fort did not exist," he said. "It is 
•imply that nobody of our know- 
ledge knows about this fort. It Js not 
known in Haiti."

terviewer that he did not know Gen. 
Butler very well, nor was the offi- 
per very widely known in Haiti gen- 
fcrally.

Payrolls To 
Show Gains, 
Lament Says 


C o m m e r c e Department 


Finds Present Wage Levels 
Being Maintained 


Washington—UP)—Larger payrolls 


to more men shone forth as a prom- 
ise for the future today as reports 
to the commerce department indicat- 
ed wage levels were being maintain- 
ed. 


Only "isolated cases" of pay re- 


ductions 
affecting 
39,000 men in 


February were found by officials in 
statements reaching the labor de- 
partment's bureau of labor statistics. 


As an offset, labor officials said 


yesterday 
indications were that 


more men were being given full 
time work. They cited an increase 
of $13,500,000 in the March aggregate 
weekly payroll of 13,000 plants, as 
compared with January, and 152,000 
more persons receiving salaries. 


A desire of employers to support 


existing levels was seen by Com- 
merce Secretary Lamont. He said 
there was no movement to reduce 
wages, following a poll of the main 
industries. 


Lamont 
declined to 
amplify a 


terse statement that "I have can- 
vassed the principal industries and 
I found no movement to reduce the 
rates of wges." 


"On the contrary," he continued, 


"there"is a desire to support the 
situation in every way." 


The survey was mado after dis- 


cussion of possible salary cuts be- 
gan, somo time ago. 


The White House announced re- 


cently President Hoover was grati- 
fied by an absence of wage reduc- 
tions in major industries, which he 
opposed in a 
speech 
before the 


Cleveland convention of the Amer- 
ican Bankers association a 
few- 


months ago. 


Industrial leaders 
promised the 


president at a conference in 1929 
they would endeavor to maintain 
wages, and labor leaders pledged 
themselves to avoid strikes. 


Chairman Woods of the- emergen- 


cy employment committee, said re- 
cently his group had found fewer 
wage reductions than in any other 
depression, adding "the big employ- 
ers are not cutting wages, but some 
of tho t.naller ones are."

Published Report 


St. Louis—C/P>—William D. Orth- 


wein, 2nd, spokesman for the family 
of Dr. I. D. Kelley, and brother-in- 
law of Mrs. Kelley, said today no 
word had been received from 
Dr. 


Kelley or his captors, directly or In- 
directly, since the physician was kid- 
naped Monday after he had been lur- 
ed from his home by a fake tele- 
phone call. 


Orthwein's statement followed pub- 


lication of a report by the Morning 
Globe Democrat that the family had 
received a letter Thursday afternoon 
from Dr. Kelley and with it an- 
nouncement that the kidnapers want- 
ed $250,000 ranson. but would '•om- 
promise for $150,000. 


Characterizing this report as with- 


out foundation, Orthwein declared 
the latest news of Dr. Kelley was the 
report of a witness who saw the 
Physician kidnaped in Clayton, a 
suburb, where he had been summon- 
ed by tho telephone call. 


"That statement is absolutely un- 


qualified," Orthwein said. "We have 
received no word whatever, either by 
telephone, letter or other means of 
communication, either directly or in- 
directly from Dr. Kelley or his kid- 
napers." 


Chief of Detectives Robert Kaiser 


also declared he had no word, either 
through the family or other sources, 
from the physician or his captors. 


Washington —(£>)—President Hoo- 


ver expects $315,799,083 less will be 
needed to run the government next 
year. After a cabinet meeting yes- 
terday he said the estimated expense 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1932, 
was 
$4,119,230,649. The ex- 


pected cost for the present fiscal 
year which ends next June 30, is $4,- 
433,029,732. 


The next year's expense estimate 


shows a ?1S7.000,000 increase over 
budget figures submitted to the last 
congress which made appropriations 
for the period. 
At that time the 


budget expected there would be a 
$30,000,000 surplus. Its estimate of 
income, however, failed to allow for 
the sharp falling off of income taxes 
shown in collections the last month. 


At the close of business last Wed- 


nesday, the government had spent 
$3,451,159,206 for the current year, 
or ?S01,167,797 more than all collec- 
tions. It is expected this deficit by 
the end of the year will be $700,000,- 
000 because of increased expenses 
and decreased income tax and other 
receipts. 


In his announcement, the presi- 


dent said the $4,119,230,649 estimate 
included only postoffice deficits, and 
not the entire working expenditure 
of that department. 


'Government costs for the last fis- 


cal year, he said, were about 53,- 
.894,000,000. 


Meet Great Demands 


"The budgets for all three years," 


he asserted, "are greatly influenced 
by tho increased expenditures for 
construction work in aid of unem- 
ployment, for relief to agriculture, 
and for increased service to veter- 
ans, but it will be seen that these 
increased expenditures are somewhat 
offset by reductions in other direc- 
tions." 


All construction costs, he said, 


now are more than $725.000,000 a 
year, "being about $500,000,000 per 
annum in excess of the rate of ex- 
penditure for construction previous 
to the depression." 


The largest expected saving, in ex- 


pense is in agricultural aid. This 
year $341,645,134 will 
be needed, 


while next year's 
figures call for 


$160,873,025. War department funds 
will show a drop 
of 
$12,000.000, 


while the total for national defense 
will be $741,227,072 as against $717.- 
372,440 this year. 


The president said his estimate 


did not include loans upon World 
war veterans adjusted compensation 
certificates "except so far as they 
are represented In the annual pay- 
ment Into the bonus fund of about 
?112,000,000." 


"But loans on the bonus certifi- 


cates necessarily affect the treasury 
finance," he added. 


"General Hines, administrator of 


veterans affairs, Informs me that the 
new loans made under recent law to- 
gether with those already outstand- 
ing under previous loans, amount to 
about $912,000,000. 


"In addition to these amounts ap- 


plications are at hand amounting to 
about $140.000,000 more, making a 
total of expenditure already in sight 
of about §1,050,000,000."

Estimated prices for 32-foot pave- 


ment 911 South River-st. are 60 cents 
a lineal foot for concrete, $1.60 for 
sheet asphalt and $1.75 for bitulithic; 
for a 36-foot pavement 85 cents for 
concrete $2.10 for sheet asphalt, and 
$2.35 for bitulithic. The portion of 
pavement on River-st. in front of the 
college property, about 3,000 feet, 
will be 36 feet -wide, while the re- 
mainder, with the exception of a 
small piece across the ravine, will 
be 32 feet wide. The ravine section 
will be only 28 feet, as the fill will 
not permit a payment any wider. 


The engineer's estimate for pav- 


ing on River-dr and Verbrick-st was 
$3 a running foot for concrete, $3.90 
for sheet asphalt, and $4.06 for bit- 
ulithic.

1911 and 
1923. in some cases at least, have had 
more trouble with the lack of Vita- 
min D. than those born five and a 
half years after those periods.

Although the figures Friday from 
the department of commerce Indicate 
that in the first quarter of the year 
$118,000,000 of foreign capital was 
publicly offered in the United States, 
an analysis of the !!st of Issues indi- 
cates that none was of the type 
commonly known as "foreign." Of 
the total $68.000.000 were Canadian, 
considered in the same category as 
American securities, while the re- 
mainder was represented in a $50.- 
000.000 Issue of corporation bonds 
that have come to be recognized as 
being as much American as Euro- 
pean. 


The term "foreign bonds." as the 


American investor thinks of it has 
to do with the obligations of Euro- 
pean, South American or Japanese 
governments 
or municipalities; If 


not .with these, with the big manu- 
facturing or public utility corpora- 
tions In the other parts of the world 
where expansion has been possibly 
only in the past ten years from the 
steady inflow of American dollars. 


Investment Door Closes 


The door of the American Inves- 


ment market has automatically been 
closed against foreign dollar issues 
on account of the terrific shrinkage 
that has occurred in bonds listed in 
New York which began to slide- 
downward two years ago and have 
been sliding most of the time since.

THE SIX HOUR DAY 


In one case at least the six hour day 


is proving a profitable . i n v e s t - 
ment. The Kellogg Company of 
Battle Creek, Michigan, which normal- 
ly operates day and night, recently 
changed from three eight hour shifts to 
four of six hours each. At the same 
time the base wage was increased 
twelve and one-half per cent, thereby 
continuing the minimum wage of four 
dollars per day. Employment was pro- 
vided for twenty per cent more hands. 


The prime motive for this change 


was to create new jobs to alleviate un- 
employment conditions. The manage- 
ment desired by this means to give an 
expression of its goodwill to the com- 
munity in which it conducts its manu- 
facturing operations. It hoped, how- 
ever, to do this without serious loss or 
materially increasing the cost of its 
•goods. 


Results thus far have shown a profit 


both to the company and its employes. 
Workmen stick to the job steadily for 
six hours without intermission. The 
work is continuous for there is no stop- 
ping for meals, and the company has 
found it unnecessary to operate its 
cafeteria at a loss, as formerly, as all 
workmen eat at home. Production is 
greater per hour per man. They keep 
fresh that long, whereas working eight 
hours they were slow getting started 
and slower towards the end. 


According to the management the 


employees have:- "More leisure time 
for recreation, music or other cultural 
studies, increased time to pursue edu- 
cational courses, opportunity to culti- 
vate farms or gardens, increased incen- 
tive to prepare for managerial jobs, less 
fatigue, decreased cost of living, less 
waste time, opportunity for .mothers 
who must support children to earn a 
living and yet'care for their families, 
and greater assurance of a steady job." 


It is true that the method of plant 


operation of this company was ideal 
for successfully working out the six 
hour plan. The nature of the product 
manufactured and a continuous night 
and day operation would seem .to be 
vital factors for its success. 
Plants 


working eight or nine hours per day 
and making a varied line of products, 
with a shift of employees from one job 
to another might encounter serious 
difficulties which would make the six 
hour plan an unprofitable operation. 


It appears to be an industrial and 


economic problem, the satisfactory so- 
lution of which can only be worked 
out by experiment and a 
separate 


study of each plant operation, taking 
into consideration not only the ,func- j 
tions of plant equipment and charac- 
ter of the product, but also the factors 
of distribution and markets.'

THE WHALE IN COMMERCE 


Some years ago a chemist in Germany devel- 


oped a process for eliminating the fishy taste 
from whale oil. and thus set in motion forces 
that no longer are going unnoticed. Lard, as a 
swme product, always has figured prominently 
in ajn-icultural exports from the United States. 
A decline in shipments is held by American ex- 
perts to be traceable to more than the reduced 
buying power in Europe, our chief outside mar- 
ket. Whale oil has been popularized there as an 
Ingredient In the manufacture of edible commo- 
dities, particularly margarine. Its cheapness is 
said to be primarily responsible. In any event, 
lard is being demanded less, and by just so much 
is the outlet for it curtailed. 


Whaling thus competes with the live stock 


growers of the United States. How considerable 
a factor it has become is indicated by official sta- 
tistics showing that the production of oil had I 
quadrupled since 1926. Not only does it curtail j 
the trans-Atlantic use of lard, but tho output has 
some domestic effect. The sperm is employed ex- 
tensively in manufacturing soap, which makes 
unnecessary a reliance on other forms of far. 
Four-fifths 
of last year's whale oil crop was 


bought by concerns In Europe and one large 
American maker of soap. Although there have 
been efforts to substitute blubber for lard in food 
articles in this country tho undertaking never 
has sone far. 


Uncertainty as to a long continued heavy out- 


put of whale oil, In contrast with the demon- 
strated ability to maintain swine production on 
a satisfactory level, and the wide and" steady de- 
mand for pork narrows the permanent effort of 
expanded whaling; but temporarily the Influence 
of lard exports is admitted by prickers who have 
studied the details carefully.—INDIANAPOLIS

HEAVY SELLING 
OF CORN, OATS 
BRING NEW LOWS 


Wheat Firm Because of 


Drouth in Spring Grow- 


ing Territory

Chicago—(At—B!gr breaks in prices 


for corn, oats and rye late today ac- 
companied heavy selling by holders 
unable or unwilling to maintain own- 
ership. Waves of orders to let go 
swept all three grains to new low- 
price, records. "Wheat kept relatively 
firm, althouhgr dropping more, than 
li cents a bushel to a point unequal- 
led with one exception since 
1896. 


Dearth of moisture in spring •wheat 
territory, both American and Canadi- 
an, served to minimize selling of 
wheat. 


Considerable tension at the outset 


was apparent in the wheat pit espe- 
cially with talk heard that Pynchon 
and company was short of much 
wheat in Chicago and long at Liver- 
pool, surmises, however, that as a re- 
sult selling orders would bo executed 
here to even up accounts failed to be 
vertified to any important extent, 
and the closing out of the firm's open 
Interest in what made little impres- 
sion. The fact that the Liverpool 
wheat market showed comparative 
strength had a steadying influence.

this time last year. Kansas reports 
said corn planting was going on un- 
der unfavorable conditions, that the 
soil was too wet ana tne weather too 
cold. Iowa advices were that there 
was still considerable corn back in 
the country but being held for sum- 
mer feed, and that the pig crop was 
unusually large.

COMMON STOCKS OF 


Than Living Costs Decline

to fear the effect of such measures upon the country's purchasing power. 


time to get these facts. First, there *f there now were to be any sweeping declines either In wages or in buy. 


ing power, bringing a backward step in living standards, it would be the 
first time this has happened in America in nearly a century and a. half. 


Great Industrial depressions always have been attended by sharply 


lower prices. In order to survive the shock of headlong price declines 
industry must find ways of lowering its costs. The more buyers press for 
lower prices in falling markets the greater the necessity becomes for 
producers to get costs In line. 


In previous periods of extended recession this was accomplished largely 


by Increasing: efficiency. Such wage reductions as did take place were 
small compared with price declines, so that the wage earner's buying 
power did not suffer. In the depression of 1873, commodity prices dropped 
30 per cent while hourly wages went down only 14 per cent. In 1921 
prices fell 34 per cent and hourly wages 11 per cent. 


From July, 1929, the decline in wholesale prices to the present has been 


more than 20 per cent. Retail prices or living costs have fallen about 10 
per cent. Wages on the whole have not dropped more than 3 per cent 
and in no case are they reported to have been reduced more than the drop 
in living costs. Industry again is seeking to adjust Its costs through 
more efficiency rather than through drastic wage cuts. 


Thus history is repeating itself. As shown by the accompanying chart 


of "actual" or money wages and "real" wages (the buying power of 
money wages) there have been steady gains over the years. It is signifi- 
cant that "real" wages have dipped most in -war years such as 1864 and 
1918 when prices were greatly inflated. Then the wage earner got more 
dollars but they did not go far at the market and store. In 1790 wages 
stood at an index of less than 20 and In 1930 this index was over 200, 
a, measure of the greatly advanced American standards of living.

'he door, they are shouting from the 
housetops! 


Study Earnings 


Current corporation earnings make 


very poor reading, but they deserve 
tne careful attention of every in- 
vestor in order that he ma; be in- 
formed on the relative showing of 
various industries and companies. 


While only a few companies have 


yet reported actual first quarter in- 
comes, a careful 
preliminary esti- 


mate of 95 corporations indicates an 
average reduction of thirty- 
three 


per cent below the first quarter of 
last year. On the other hand, some 
industries are averaging very close 
to last year's profits, and certain 
companies are actually exceeding a 
year ago. 
Average net income of 


twelve food and dairy products' con- 
cerns in the first threa months is 
estimated only 3 per cent below last 
year, and two of these concerns 
ihow higher profits than last year.

Dividend Record Before 
Buying

New York — In selecting common 


stocks to purchase In times of mar- 
ket and business depression it is the 
custom to select shares in old estab- 
lished industries with a Jons record 
oi continuous dividend payments. 
This is sound investment policy. 
Certainly such stocks are safer than 
those representative of new enter- 
prises. The one is a seasoned In- 
vestment and the other is un- 
seasoned. 


And yet there Is a word of warn- 


ing: that needs to be uttered. No cor- 
poration, no matter how strong1, no 
matter how well managed, no mat- 
ter what its rank In the industry, 
can afford indefinitely to pay divi- 
dends out of surplus. 
It may be 


done for a time but unless business 
revives and net Income increases 
correspondingly, eventually the divi- 
dent will be reduced or perhaps 
omitted altogether. 


This is a contingency to be taken 


into account just now when so many 
small capitalists arc buying stocks, 
paying for them in full and taking 
the certificates out of the market. 
If the selections are wisely made and 
if the stocks are held long enough 
they are almost certain to show a 
profit but the buyer must be in a 
position to have his income from 
some of these stocks decreased If 
industrial recovery is unduly de- 
Uyed. He must be prepared In that 
event also to see depreciation in the 
market valuation of his holdings. 


Of course the stronger the com- 


pany the less chance there Is of 
these unpleasant happenings 
but 


they are always possible and stocks 
should not be bought on any other 
understanding. 
The purchaser of 


common stocks assumes the risk of 
the business. He is entitled to share 
in the profits if there are any pro- 
fits and in good times he shares lib- 
erally but the converse is true and 
if operations are conducted at a loss 
the stockholder goes without return 
on his investment. The safest course 
to pursue is to defer commitments 
until published statements of earn- 
ings show an upward trend. That 
means missing the low price but it 


also mean missing much disap- 


pointment.

Mussolini 
granted that privilege five years ago 
and while it has not attracted the 
crowds of tourists which its pro- 
moters visioned, it has had moder- 
ate success. 


Venice would like to capitalize on I 


this and make of the Lido an even 
greater center for tourists by build- 
ing a casino that would outshine 
any other similar structure. 


But the word from Rome thus 


far is that the San Remo experi- 
ment hag not proved such a success 
as to warrant any more public gam- 
bling establishments. 


This has encouraged San Remo 


and has started another drear-, that 
of turning this place into one of 
those little independent states whose 
sole business would be to case the 
pain of parting with money.

"A con- 
siderable further decline In wages 
occurred from January to April Of 
this year.

compared with the seasonal decline 
of a year ago It Is clear that the re- 
duction In farm wages has been rap- 
id in recent months . 


"The will probably bring the "Wis- 


consin farm labor Index slightly be- 
iow 100 indicating that farm labor 
is available now at about the same 


or lower prices than those paid be- 
fore the war. 


"At present the wages of farm la- 


bor In Wisconsin are at about the 
same level as farm prices in the 
state. 


"The Wisconsin Index of farm 


prices dropped one point from Feb- 
ruary to 98 for March, Indicating 
that Wisconsin farm prices are now 
two per cent below 1910-14 levels. 
Prices are now at the lowest March 
level since 1911 when the index stood 
at 87. 


"The change from February to 


March is the smallest in months. 
From September 1930 the Index has 
fallen on an average of about five 
points per month. 
The 
current 


change is also smaller than the 
usual seasonal decline which occurs 
from February to March in Wiscon- 
sin farm prices."
